True it is, that this NoEtrine doth not ga down well with thoſe that do pretend to

And therefore, -was no ſuch Allegiance due to Edward the 
Sixrh, Queea Mary, or Queen Eliz, until they were aQually poſſeſt of the Crown, 
as may appear by the Oarh forced by the Statute of H. 8. touching their Succeſſion, 
Nor did the Law ſuppoſe any Treaſon cquld be ated againſt the Heirs of E4. 6. Queen 
Mary, or Queen Ez. until theſe Heirs were aCtually poſleſt of the Crown, and fo 
were Kings and Queens, as by the expreſs words in the feveral Statutes do appear, 
Nor did the Recognition, by the Parliament made toQueen Elzz. Declare any engage- 
ment to the people toalliſt, and. defend Her and the Heirs of Her Body, otherwiſe 
than with this Limitation, being Kings and Queens of this.
